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Remarks 

Reconsideration of this Application is respectfully requested. Claim 42 has been 
amended. Upon entry of the foregoing amendment, claims 35-72 are pending in the 
application, with claim 35 being the sole independent claim. These changes are believed to 
introduce no new matter, and their entry is respectfully requested. 

Based on the above amendment and the following remarks, Applicants respectfully 
submit that the present application is in full compliance with the requirements of 37 C.F.R. 
§§ 1.821-1.825. 

/. Compliance with 37 C.F.R. §§ 1.821-1.825 

In the Notice, the Examiner has requested the Applicants to provide sequence 
identification niunbers for the sequences listed in claim 42. Additionally, at page 2 of the 
Office Communication, the Examiner has stated that it is unclear whether there is a single 
sequence or multiple sequences listed in claim 42. 

Applicants have amended claim 42 to included the sequence identification numbers 
for the sequences listed in claims 42. AppHcants respectfully comment that the addition of 
the four individual sequence identification numbers makes it clear that there are four 
individual sequences listed in claim 42. Therefore, the sequence identification number 
requirement has been fulfilled, and the existence of four individual sequences has been made 
clear. 

In the Notice, the Examiner has requested Applicants to provide an initial or 
substitute computer readable form (CRF) copy of the Sequence Listing and an initial or 
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substitute paper copy of the Sequence Listing, along with an amendment directing its entry 
into the specification. Additionally, the Examiner has requested Applicants to provide a 
statement that the content of the paper and the computer readable copies are the same and, 
where applicable, include no new matter. 

Applicants respectfully point out that a computer readable copy (diskette) of the 
Substitute Sequence Listing, containing the sequences that are Hsted in claim 42, was filed 
as a part of the instant application on December 23, 1999. Also filed with the application 
was a Preliminary Amendment presenting a paper copy of the Substitute Sequence Listing. 
The PreHminary Amendment also contained a statement that the Substitute Sequence Listing 
contained no new matter (beyond updating the current and prior application data), and that 
the paper and computer readable copies of the Substitute Sequence Listing were the same. 

Copies of the date stamped postcard filed with the instant application, the 
Preliminary Amendment, the Substitute Sequence Listing, and the diskette are provided 
herewith for the Examiner's review. 

Therefore, upon entry of the foregoing Amendment, the instant application will be 
in full compliance with 37 C.F.R. §§ 1.821-1.825

accommodated, or rendered moot. Reconsideration of this Application is respectfully 
requested.
